Victory, which docked 
in 
New 
York City yesterday. 
This marks the first World War 
II dead to be 
returned 
to 
the 
United States from Italy. The men 
were buried in tem porary military 
jemeteries at N ettuno and other 
points in Italy. Of the group, 175 
were Michigan residents, 
15 
of 
whom lived in the Upper Penin­ 
sula before going 
into 
military 
service. 
Swellander, a paratrooper, was 
killed in action in Italy March 4. 
1944. He was 20 years old. Born 
in Escanaba April 
19, 
1923. he 
was graduated from the Escanaba 
high school in 1941 and entered 
Michigan State 
college in 
1942. 
The Escanaban bee an his military 
service April 15. 19-13. with basic 
training at Fort Riley. Kan., and 
from there he went to Fort Ben­ 
ning, Ga., for paratrooper train­ 
ing.

“He does’nt w ant to be president 
and would be the first to admit— in fact, he 
has admitted—that his military background 
doesn’t qualify him for the many responsi­ 
bilities of the presidency.” 
Truman is so confident of taking the con­ 
vention is his stride that he is already is 
planning a 60-day campaign trip in A u ­ 
gust, September and October, taking him 
to every section of the country, 


ITALIAN DEMOCRACY BY RADIO 
During the Italian elections, the C om ­ 
m unists claimed that the deluge of A m er­ 
ican friendship letters sent to Italy and oth­ 
er U. S. Aid was just a flash in the pan. 
After the elections, they argued, Americans 
would soon forget Italy. 
Today, however, a remarkable shortwave 
radio contest across the Atlantic ends with 
the award of 1,750 prizes to the Italian peo­ 
ple for the best letters on “How to win the 
peace and make real democracy live.” 
The contest has been broadcast for sev ­ 
eral wreeks by World Wide Broadcasting 
Foundation, a non-profit organization, and 
a total of 14,000 Italian democracy letters 
have been received. Radio experts consider 
this an unprecedented return, especially in 
view of the fact that trans-Atlantic postage 
is expensive for the ordinary Italian, w hile 
he could hear about the contest only via 
shortwave radio or through brief mention 
in Italian newspapers. 
In 
contrast 
to the slipshod manner in 
w hich NBC kissed off its shortwave propa­ 
ganda broadcasts farmed out to it by the 
state department, a group of Americans 
worked hard to m ake the Italian-demo- 
cracy contest a success. Generoso Pope, the 
Italian-American newspaper publisher, u n- 
j dertook the difficult job of translating the 
Italian essays into English.

hundred 
and fifty wrist watches 
w ere contributed as prizes by 
Ingersoll, 
! Harman and Helbros watches, the Kruger 
Jew elry Co., of Austin, Texas, and Martin
